Claim 2 (previously presented): The printing apparatus accoidingto claim 1. wherein said 
control unit stores the password-attached print jobs in said queue in a print hold status, moves a 
password-attached print job for which the password has been entered to the end of pnnt jobs 
stored in said queue while releasing the print hold status, and carries out the printing of the 
password-attached print jobs for which the passwords have been entered in order of release of 
said print hold status. 
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Claim 3 (previously presented): The printing apparatus according to claim 1. compnsmg: 

dock means for docking a predetermined time from the performance of tl.epnntmg of 
saidpassword^attached print job to the perforn^a„ceofthc printing ofthenextpassword-^^^^^^^ 

print job, whereia 

said control unit, having completed one password-attached print job, carries out the 
printing of the next passwonl-attached print job at least after said predetermined time has been 
docked by said dock means. 

Claim 4 (previously presented): The printing apparatus according to claim 2, comprising: 

dock means for docking a ptedeteimined time from the performance of the printing of 
said password-attached print job to the performance of the printing of the next password-attached 
print job, wherein 

said control unit, having completed one password-attached print job, carries out the 
printing of the next password-attached print job at least after said predetermined time has been 
clockeci by said clock means. 

Claim 5 (previously presented): The printing apparatus according to claim 1, wherein said 
control unit comprises a pointer for indicating the end of the password-attached print jobs stored 
in said queue. 

Claim 6 (previously presented): The printing apparatiis according to daim t , wherein said 
eonlrol unit comprises a pointer for indicating tiie end of said normal print jobs stored in said 

queue. 

Claim 7 (previously presented): The printing apparatiis according to claims 1. wherein said 
control unit stores the password-atlached print jobs towards the head of a single queue, and 
stores saidnontial print jobs following said password-attached print jobs, said control unit 
comprising pointers at the end of said password-attached print jobs and at tiie end of said normal 
print jobs.

Claim 15 (previously presumed): A prix^ling method that is employed, during printing of nonnal 
pri.t jobs for which no password entry is required, upon cntiy of a plurality of passwords of at 
least first and sccct^d print jobs to whieh the passwords arc attaehed. which have been stored m 
print hold status and are held in a queue prior to printing of the at least first and second pnnt 
jobs, the method comprising the steps of: 

verifying that each of the entered passwords is a valid password for a correspondmg one 

of the at least first and second print jobs; 

holding the at least first and second print jobs in the queue upon entry of the passwords 
and prior to printing of the at least first and second prmt jobs; and 

printing the at least first and second print jobs in order of valid password entry and after 
completion of the printing of the normal print jobs under printing, for which no password entry is 

required, , 

wherein upon entry of valid passwords, the printing of the at least first and second pnnt 
jobs is carried out in preference over the other normal print jobs, for which no password entry is 
requured, that are waiting to print.

Claim21 (previously presented): The printing apparatus according to claim 20. wherein said 
display unit displays apluraUty of password-attached print jobs that are in print hold status m 
such a manner that one of the password-attached print jobs can be designated as the object of 

entry of the password via said input unit. 

Claim 22 (previously presented): A printing apparatus for carrying out the printing of normal 
print jobs, for which no password entry is required, in order of reception whUe putting at least 
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Urst and second pnssword-attaohcd pm.t jobs, for which password enixy is required, in print hold 
status, said apparatus comprising: 

an input unit via which passwords for the at least first and second password-attached 

print jobs are entered; ■ ■ u tu * 

a display unit for displaying Uie at least first and second password-attached pnnt jobs that 
are in print hold status in such a manner that one of the password-attached print jobs caa. be 
designated as the object of the entry ofthe password in said input unit; and 

a control unit by which, upon entry, via said input unit, ofthe password for one ofthe at 
least first and second password-attached print jobs that has been desigr,ated from among the 
password-attached print jobs displayed on said display unit, the print hold status ofthe one ofthe 
at least first and second password-attached print jobs for which the password has been entered is 
released and the printing thereof is carried out in preference over the normal print jobs, for which 
no password entry is required, that arc waiting to print, wherein the at least first and second 
password-attached print jobs are held in a queue prior to printing. 

Claim 23 (previously presented): The printing apparatus according to claim 22. wherein said 
control unit is adapted to give notice in the event that the password for the password-attached 
print job designated from among the password-attached print jobs displayed on said display umt 
docs not agree with the password entered via said input unit 

Claim 24 (previously presented): A printing system in which print data transmitted, via a server, 
from a host device is printed by aprinter in order of reception, said system comprismg: 

a queue management tmit that holds at least first and second password-attached prmt jobs 
to which a plurality of passwords are attached and which are transmitted from said host device. 

unlil said passwords are entered; and 

a control unit for, upon entry ofthe plurality of passwords, each of which is a password 
associated with one ofthe at least first and second password-attached print jobs which are held m 
a queue prior to printing of the at least first and second password-attached print jobs, sequentially 
printing the password-attached print data in order of entry of the passwords and in preference 
over normal print data that are waiting to print and for which no password entry is required. 
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
